An article which appeared in a 
recent issue of "Our Town," con- 
cerning the foreclosure of liens, 
has created much comment. An 
explanation of the situation has 
been obtained for the readers of 
"Our Town." Councilman Kaeber, 
Chairman of the Liens Commit- 
tee, when interviewed, made the 
following statement relative to 
the activities of his committee. 

"Our Borough is no different 
from any other corporation that 
depends upon one source for its 
revenue with which to meet cur- 
rent expenditures. In our case we 
depend upon funds in the nature 
of taxes paid into the treasury to 
provide working capital. 

"When any resistance is set up 
to prevent the Borough from hav- 
ing the use of these funds there 
is only one recourse and that is, 
it must borrow money, using as 
collateral the property valuation of 
the Borough. This, of course, is 
not an economical thing to do. 
The borrowing capacity of the 
should be conserved as 
much as possible and used only 
to facilitate permanent revenue 
producing improvements to the 
Borough. 

''As every tax-paying citizen 
knows, we have made a wonder- 
ful improvement during the past 
year in our highways. The cit- 
izens who benefited most by these 
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improvements were also called 
upon to make some improvements 
to their sidewalks and curbings. It 
is neither right nor proper that the 
Borough should pay for these im- 
provements or lend the property 
holders money with which to pay 
for the work. 

"Quite a few of our citizens, ap- 
parently, feel that as long as the 
work has been paid for by the 
Borough and the Borough has 
liened the property, thereby insur- 
ing ultimate payment of the bill, 
they have done their part. They 
are losing sight of the fact, how- 
ever, that the filing of a lien 
against their property with the 
attendant costs and interest 
charges increases their burden and, 
in addition to this, they are plac- 
ing a burden upon other taxpayers 
of the Borough. 

"When a taxpayer refuses to as- 
sume his own obligations by way 
of public improvement, the Bor- 
ough has the right to proceed with 
such work and by virtue of the 
fact that the Borough is obliged 
to contract for the work, it must 
pay promptly in order to conserve 
the Borough's credit standing, 
but this does not relieve the prop- 
erty holders of their further obli- 
gation to reimburse promptly the 
Borough and as long as these 
liens are outstanding the Bor-

; Montgomery county spent 
about 25 cents for every vote cast 
in the May primary, exclusive of 
the fees paid to assessors for regis- 
tration work and the cost of com- 
piling the record books in which 
voters' lists are kept, according to 
ari audit made last week by Coun- 
ty Controller William C. Irvin. In 
some election districts the cost ran 
up to more than $1 a vote. 
. Only 42,263 of the 92,495 per- 
sons eligible to vote cast their 
ballots. Of that total 22,905 were 
in the townships and 19,358 in the 
beroughs. The expenses of the 
election totaled $9848.70, exclu- 
sive of the cost of the ballots, 
which was approximately $1000 
more. That means approximately 
25 cents for every ballot. 

"Dollar votes" were recorded in 
East Douglas township, where 
there were fifty-nine ballots with 
expenses of $59.70 ; New Hanover 
East with fifty-three ballots cost- 
ing $54.10; Salford with forty- 
three ballots costing $52.10 ; Upper 
Hanover Second with forty-seven 
ballots costing $52.70, and Upper 
Pottsgrove with fifty-four ballots 
costing $64.30. 

\ -y Qosts Mounting. 

For all the townships there were 
49,766 persons eligible to vote, of 
whom 22,905 cast ballots at a cost 
of $5321.20. For the borough only 
19,358 ballots were cast out of a 
total of 42,719, the expense to the 
county being $4527.50. 

Air. Irvin's figures, compared 
with those of previous years, in- 
dicate that the "per vote" cost of 
elections is mounting constantly, 
in spite of increases in the number 
of ballots cast. The proportion- 
ate advance is due to the fact that 
the ballots cast do not increase in 
number in ratio to the increased 
enrollments. 

In some districts extreme diffi- 
culty has been encountered get- 
ting even a fair-sized vote and 
there are frequent instances of 
trouble in obtaining services of 
persons on election boards. In 
the recent primary it was neces- 
sary to impress a very large num- 
ber of "pinch hitters" on incom- 
pleted boards in order to make it

These courses are made up of 
children who failed of promotion 
and those who desire additional 
coaching. There are half-day ses- 
sions, beginning at 8.30 A. M. 

Next Tuesday an additional 
school will be provided in the Ard- 
more avenue building for students 
of the seventh grade and above, 
including those of the Junior and 
Senior High schools. Registra- 
tions were still coming in at the 
office of the Superintendent late 
this week.

Court Proceedings Recall Old 

History of Pencoyd Iron Works 



Recent proceedings in the Or- 
phans' Court of Philadelphia gave 
some intimation of the wealth 
which the late Percival Roberts, 
the father of Percival Roberts, of 
Narberth, amassed through the 
operation of what became, under 
his management, one of the most 
important industries, not Only of 
Montgomery , county, but of the 
State of Pennsylvania. 

Percival Roberts founded the 
great bridge works at Pencoyd, 
now operated by the American 
Bridge Company. The action in 
Court resulted because of his two 
sons, Percival Roberts, Jr., and 
Peter Williamson Roberts, wish- 
ed to withdraw from the trustee-. 



ship of their father's estate. 

Percival Roberts died in 18!)8. 
Under his will the sons were trus- 
tees of a fund created from one- 
third of the residuary estate for 
the benefit of a daughter, Mrs. 
Lorraine W. 'Mellon. The retir- 
ing trustees filed an account show- 
ing that the principal in their care 
amounted to $2,393,133 and that 
the income totaled $2,322,356. The 
Court appointed a trust company 
as the new trustee. 

The industry at Pencoyd was 
started in 1852 on ground that had 
been owned by the Roberts family 
from the time of the founding of 
Pennsylvania. Hugh Roberts was

The facts presented are used as 
the basis for a discussion of ways 
in which, by judicious selection, 
postage stamps may be purchased 
which have a greater earning 
power than Government bonds.

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The New Fish Code. 

For the information of anglers 
who frequently make queries, the 
provisions of the fish code now in 
operation in the State are repeated. 
They are: 

Reduction in the age limit under 
the resident fisherman's license from 
1 8 years to 16 years. 

The non-resident fisherman's li- 
cense law is made reciprocal, but in 
no instance is the license to be less 
than $2.50. 

Fishing devices are restricted to 
two rods, two lines, and one hand 
line. 

Special devices for which permits 
are issued have been done away with 
entirely. 

• The season on bass, pike-perch, 
pickerel, muscallonge, etc., ■ will 
close on the first day of December 
instead of the 30th. 



HEALTH NOTE 



To the Editor of "Our Town": 

Now that summer is well under wax 
and weak children and feeble old 
people are particularly liable to stom- 
ach and intestinal troubles, great care 

"must be exercised in both the prepar- 
ation and administration of food for 
these individuals. Of particular im- 
portance is "baby's bottle." Be care- 
ful beyond doubt that "baby s bottle 
and baby's nipple are clean and free 
of all contaminating substances, before 
feeding. Bottles should be rinsed at 
once when feeding is completed, and 
then filled with water and permitted 
to stand filled with water until such 
time as the leisure from other duties 
allows time to cleanse them thor- 
oughly. Nipples should be washed 

.carefully by turning them inside out, 

" using a weak solution of ammonia or 
borax and water or bicarbonate soda 
and water, and then again rinsing with 
fresh water until free of ALL foreign 
matter. The same cleansing aid mate- 
rial is to be used in washing the bottle. 
A safe and reliable plan in bottle 
cleansing is to put a half teaspoonful

ough Treasurer is obliged to 
borrow in order to make up the 
deficit. The interest paid to the 
bank for this money is taken from 
current revenue, or working cap- 
ital, supplied by all of the tax- 
payers. Therefore,' a citizen who 
permits a lien filed against his 
property to remain unpaid' vir- 
tually asks every other taxpayer 
in the Borough to stand a propor- 
tionate burden of the interest 
charges paid for money borrowed, 
"ram advised by our Borough 
Solicitor that we have a right to 
foreclose on these liens anytime 
after they have been properly filed 
and recorded. Council, as a whole, 
is loath to take such drastic action, 
as they feel that the property 
holders who now have liens filed

harbor both insects and disease, par- 
ticularly if the weeds are related to 
the cultivated plants. Plant lice, 
red spiders, and other insects invade 
the garden from neighboring weed 
borders. Cabbage pests live on wild 
mustard, shepherd's purse and re- 
lated weeds. Destroy the weeds. 
Just as soon as any crop is gath- 
ered spade up the ground, bury the 
old remains deeply, and plant some- 
thing else.

ROBERTS HISTORY 

CONTINUED FROM THE FIRST PAGE 

one of the party of Welsh settlers 
who arrived on the ship Lyon in 
1682, two months before William 
Penn trod the shores of his prov- 
ince. 

The Lyon made its way up the 
Schuylkill River and the settlers 
landed in the neighborhood of the 
present Pencoyd. Hugh Roberts 
made his home here and gave it 
the Welsh name Pencoyd, mean- 
ing "treetops." 

The Friends' meeting that the 
new settlers organized was held 
for some years in the home of 
Hugh Roberts. Later on the 
Merion Meeting House, still 
standing on Montgomery pike 
near Narberth, was built. 

When Percival Roberts, in as- 
sociation with his brother, Alger- 
non, opened the iron works at Pen- 
coyd in 1852, their purpose was 
to make heavy hardware. Soon, 
however, they began specializing 
in the manufacture of axles for 
locomotives and cars, and this was 
their main output for some years. 

About 185!) they began making 
iron bridges, both wrought iron 
and cast iron being used. This 
firm was the first to produce iron 
bridges on a large scale. From 
then on until the end of the cen- 
tury such bridges were regarded 
as the most desirable. They sup- 
planted the earlier stone bridges, 
just as in recent times concrete 
bridges have supplanted the struc- 
tures of iron. 

Many large and notable bridges 
were built during the early years 
of the Pencoyd firm. The iron 
railroad bridge spanning the Del 
aware River at Eastern, erected in 
1859, a product of the Roberts 
firm, elicited wonderment and ad- 
miration. 

Numerous Government and rail- 
road contracts came to the Pen- 
coyd works, and the plant that 
had its inception in a building 75

Leaders Admit Law Needs 

Strengthening, But Are 

Against Repeal. 

WOULD LIMIT EXPENSES 



Any attempts to kill the direct 
primary will be strenuously 
fought by the Pennsylvania 
League of Women Voters. Lead- 
ers of the organization, among 
whom were a number from Lower 
Merion, at a meeting in Philadel- 
phia, Saturday, made it clear that 
the women believed the present 
law needs strengthening by 
amendments which would limit 
paid watchers and restrict within 
a reasonable sum the amount 
spent by candidates or their sup- 
porters. 

Some of the League's views are 
set forth in two editorials in the 
official bulletin for July. 

"If the convention system 
which, it is proposed, shall be sub- 
stituted for the primary system 
does not work in the future as it 
did not work satisfactorily in the 
past, shall we then consider an ad- 
vocate setting up some kind of a 
dictatorship?" reads one of the ed- 
itorials. 

Believe Last Was a Lesson. 

"Who is to 'say that the voters 
have not learned a lesson from 
the late primaries ? Who is to say 
that they will not take full advan- 
tage of their experience? Are we 
summarily to interfere with the 
normal political development and 
evolution of the people because 
certain leaders were ethically apa- 
thetic ; because ethical necrosis 
and numbness resulted in ter- 
rific expenditures; because un- 
usual conditions, the like of which 
may never occur again, precipi- 
tated the whole unhealthy and un- 
wholesome state of affairs?"

possible to open the polling places 
The Controller's figures have 
been prepared with the hope that 
he can use them to spur interest 
in elections. Mr. Irvin is a fre- 
quent speaker before industrial, 
social and civic groups, and is one 
of the most frequent advocates of 
deeper interest in political affairs 
The largest number of ballots 
was cast in the Abington-Weldon 
district with 1010, while the low 
mark was set in Salford, with only 
43. The tremendous Republican 
strength which lies in the town- 
ships adjacent to the city limits 
was emphasized by the fact that 
12,558 votes were cast in Abing- 
ton, Cheltenham and Lower Mer- 
ion, of which fully 85 per cent 
were Republicans. Lower Merion 
had the highest vote total in the 
county with 6401, exceeding Nor 
ristown, where only 5609 were 
cast. Cheltenham had 2875 and 
Abington 3282 ; Conhohocken had
